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In response to the Election of Species Requirement, dated September 29, 2009, Applicant 
elects Compound SPF-3059-5 of the following formula [22] for examination on which Claims 1, 
2, 5, 6 and 8-10 are readable. This election is without traverse. 
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For the Examiner's convenience. Applicants also note the following. Compound SPF- 
3059-5 is described in the specification, e.g., at page 50, line 1 1 to page 51, line 16. 
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Compound SPF-3059-5 is also represented by the following formula [3], wherein each of 
and R'^ represents a carboxy group, and each of R^ and R^ represents a hydroxyl group, as 
described in the specification, e.g., at page 27, lines 21-22 and 24-26. 




wherein the dashed line represents a double bond, R' represents a carboxy group, R^ 
represents a hydroxyl group, R^ represents a hydrogen atom, and R* represents a group of the 
following formula [17], 
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wherein R'* represents a carboxy group, and R^ 



represents a hydroxyl group. 



Applicant submits that if any of the elected claims is found to be allowable, claims 
dependent therefrom should similarly be considered allowable in the same application. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 

claims 3, 4 and 7.
